PTA Concerned With Alcohol, 


Student

Wasatch High School (LRJ) 
Mrs. Donna Davies, President, 
Utah Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, Inc., has released her 
organizations Legislative Packet 
for the 1984-85 Legislative 
Session. 

Indicated in its list of priority 
concerns was excellence in 
education as number one. The 
PTA ‘‘supports legislation de- 
signed to achieve (it) and to make 
education reform and financial 
support a high priority.” To do 
that it proposes increased at- 
tractiveness of teaching careers 
by recognizing and rewarding 
the dedicated and competent 
teachers who presently con- 
stitute the majority of public 
educators. The PTA holds a 

«support position for a positive 
public image of esteem for those 
in the educational profession and 
encourages high quality students 
to enter the profession by 
supporting adequate funding of 
teachers’ salaries. 

The PTA further asks for 
adequate funding to reduce class 
size and petitions for continued 
expansion of productivity pro- 
jects by getting maximum use of 
educations dollars and facilities. 

It wants to raise the achieve- 
ment level of students in basic 
skills through better use of 
school time and by improving the 
quality of instruction in public 
and higher education. 


Another priority concern of the 
PTA is law concerning the sale 
and use of alcoholic beverages. It 
supports legislation 
picture, identification for pur- 
chase of all alcoholic beverages 
and presses for awareness of 
negative effects of selling those 
beverages where motor fuel is 
sold. The PTA asks for stringent 
laws and penalties concerning 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol. It would require the 
display of signs, indicating 
penalties for selling alcoholic 
beverages to minors, in all 
establishments that engage in 
the sale of those beverages. 

Another priority concern of the 
PTA is the repeal of the 1983 
legislation governing the sale of 
fireworks and the reinstatement 
of the prior code, Section 11-3-5, 
Chapter 27. 

The rationale is that the PTA 
"works to promote the welfare 
and secure adequate laws for the 
care and protection of children 
and youth in home, school, and 
community.” It cites that after 
the relaxation of the former code 
there were ‘'402 firework caused 
fires reported in 1983 as opposed 
to 245 in 1982. More than half of 
the 402 fires were caused by 
illegal fireworks.” 

Also reported were 1000 
percent more injuries in 1983, 
and 56 percent of the injured 
wei between 0-16 years of age.

It claimed also that 85 percent of 
fireworks-caused injuries were to 
eyes, fingers, face and head, and 
60 percent of the injuries were | 
second and third degree burns. | 

Other Utah State PTA leg- 
slative studies and on-going 
concerns are: continued support 
for handicapped education; esta- 
blishment of a national or state 
clearing house for missing child- 
ren and support of laws 
concerning children abuse and 
neglect; restriction of the sale of 
drug paraphernalias laws for 
governing smaller motor veh- 
icles; standarization of school- 
age entry date; mandatory and 
supported kindergartens; esta- | 
blish legal responsibility for. 
children before and after school; 
and clarification of legal re- 
sponsibility of schools and | 
parents during emergeneies. 


Other protection asked for are 
paid, adult crossing guards. The 
PTA also asks for compulsory 
school attendance to age 18. It 
supports the use of infant: 
carriers and child car safety | 
seats, safe sidewalks, and 
regulated cable TV to protect 
children from pornographic and 
indecent materials. ~ 

Other concerns are school 
district consolidation and dis- 
allowance. of support vouchers 
and tax credits for tuition paid to 
private schools.
